The instant invention is drawn to synthetic diastereomcric peptides derived from fragments of transmembrane protein capable 
of inhibiting assembly of these transmembrane proteins. 

Bolognesi teaches synthetic peptide inhibitors of HIV transmission, the peptide which comprises DP- 178 (SEQ ID NO: 1) and 
fragments of DP- 178, see ie., for example, column 19, SEQ IDNO:l, columns 51-52, claims 1-3. 

Claims 1-51 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Bolognesi et al. (USPN 5,464,933). 

The instant invention is drawn to synthetic diastereomeric peptides derived from fragments of transmembrane proteins capable of 
inhibiting assembly of these transmembrane proteins. 

Bolognesi teaches synthetic peptide inhibitors of HIV transmission, the peptides of the invention comprise DR-178 (SEQ ID NO: 1) and 
fragments thereof, see i.e., for example, column 17, SEQ ID NO: 1, column 49, claim 1, column 51, claim 12, column 52, claim 16. 
Therefore, the references are deemed to anticipate the instant claims above. 
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
